2. UPSWING has been stalling on the reply to our trace request regarding 

DOHM since December 1958. In the interim two written reminders were sent to 
UPSWING and CL. 24 has needled his UPSWING CE contacts twice orally. 

In April 1959 UPSiTIIC’s Q Dr. IEMER apologized to £2 23 for the delay in the reply, 
stating that a great deal of work was necessary to pull all the infatuation together. 
When the expurgated bit of inforaation quoted in para. 1 above reached us, © Dr.

3. The very unclear aspect of the DO® trace is where DO® axd K USPPERS fit 
into irPS'VIND’s operations. KUSPPERS was included by UPSWING in what was apparently 
either a trace request or an answer to a trace request and given to £1 2L1 'ip 
Switzerland by tXJDUSK. This puzzle is covered in ESZA-27? of 2U Fbb 195U and EGLA- 
8255 of 13 April 195U. An interesting aspect of this is that the identical sheet 
forwarded to CL P by UJ.DUSK, attached to ESZA-277 is in the SAUTES pape** 
(attachment to 3(2^-7716. 29 April 1959). The only difference in the two sheets is 
that the ora sent LC J 2 is addressed to Cl 23, C Z 3 UPSWING cryptonya, 
and h^s the strange symbol 0 (speculation regarding the symbol contained in ESZA» 

277 and '3GLA-8255) whereas the sheet in the SAUTSft papers has a handwritten notation 
at the top "SND-jItal", Soviet IS— Italy. T7e. have been unable as yet to find any 
reference to DO® in the SAUTER papers. 
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On the basis of the very unsatisfactory UPSWING reply to our request for 
information on DOHM, we intend ;tp make/ our next query a matter of official record. 
@ Br, HERDER, undoubtedly r'wiil 'feel-that he must refer any query, informal oral 
question or official memo, to UTILITY'S office. UTILITY is currently on a two 
months 1 vacation and we expect no further action, or information from UPSWING until 
UTILITY'S return. Our next query to UPSWING Is going to refer to the February 
1955 UJDRXZZLY conference during which Mrs. GIUMINI nee CLIRICI or CIERICI was 
mentioned In connection with Wilhelm KUEPPERS (see reference c.). We shall ask 
v/hether there is any connection between Mrs. DOHM nee GIUMINI and Mrs. G11MENI 
nee OLIRICl/CLERICI . We doubt that UPSWING will feel they can side-step the quest- 
ion since It will refer to information previously given to us by them. The one 
positive bit of information garnered from UTILITY' s refusal to pass any real In- 
formation on DOHM is that DOHM apparently falls within the Rote Kapelle complex 
in UPSWING'S investigations (UTILITY'S private and unshared domain) or DOHM is 
of some operational interest to UPSWING. Headquarters will appreciate that our 
hands are tied at the moment by the combination of U TILI TY'S flat order that any 
Rote Kapelle information must be cleared by him personally and UT ILIT Y'S vacation. 
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
